dreamed I was riding a tractor in my “New Frontier” bra 

—a straitjacket. It was 1975, and hardly a man was now 
alive who remembered that famous day and year when 
the USDA was born back in 1862. A hundred years later 
it was spending more money than any government depart- 
ment except Defense, had a Washington headquarters build- 
ing second in size only to the Pentagon and was bigger 
than the whole Federal Government was when USDA started 
in 1862. At that time there were 6,208,000 occupational 
farmers, 10 years old and over. In 1960 there were 3,703,- 
642 farmers, by census definition. In 1863 USDA employ- 
ees had mushroomed to a staggering 29—one for every 
214,069 farmers. In 1961 there were an estimated 80,000 
employees of USDA—one for every 46 farmers. 

My dream took me back to 1959, when more than 13,292,- 
000 families were assisted by the Extension Service in “adopt- 
ing better farming and homemaking practices.” This was 7% 
more than in 1956 when there were 7% more farmers. 
Fifty-one percent of families helped by the Extension 
Service in 1959 were urban families. Twenty percent 
were rural non-farm families. Twenty-nine percent of 
the families helped were farm families, and that’s no 
dream. 

Yet the “farm program” was still fraudulently pro- 
moted to the public as “necessary to help the poor farmer.” 
Of the 29% farm families helped, there were rich farm- 
ers, tax-deduction farmers, Soil Bank farmers, unfarming 
farmers, over-farming farmers, farm corporation and sun- 
down farmers. Every now and then a poor farm family was 
helped by Disaster Relief. 


Cost: $1750 Per Farmer 

The total expenditure of government on programs pri- 
marily and partly to “help” farmers was around $7 billion 
before the New Frontier. Of this, a mere $2 billion was 
to “stabilize” farm prices and incomes—yet most of the 
people seemed to think of the farm program almost en- 
tirely in terms of price supports and subsidies. 

In 1863, $40,000 was appropriated for the farm program. 
That’s 64 ten-thousanths of one dollar per farmer, or six 
and a half cents for each 10,000 farmers. 

Instead of cutting down the Extension establishment as 
farmer numbers decreased, the number of workers mush- 
rooned in direct proportion to the decrease in number of 
farms. I dreamed that in the 1960's, Extension celebrated 
USDA's first hundred years by socializing suburbanites’ so- 
lariums. Agricultural experts who formerly told you how to 
treat Ol Bess’ mastitis now told you how to treat your para- 
keet’s chest cold. And county agents, who once told farmers 
how to farm, were now busily engaged with city garden 
clubs, crabgrass on penthouse patios, and believe it or not, 
in bringing industry to rural areas. The latter is as appropri- 
ate as employing Tommy Manville as Headmaster of a girls’ 
finishing school. 

In my dream, there were now two million equal farmers 
and two million unequal people in our Department of Agri- 
culture. Just like those fancy hotels back in the olden days 
—one employee for every guest. 

The expensive “farm problem” was made in Washington, 
by cheap politicians. But I dreamed the people never found 
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that out. Guaranteed income for farmers, “compensatory’ 
payments, “equalization” payments, outright guarantees of 
a minimum income to every farmer had finally brought 
parity to American farmers—parity with the farmers of 
China, Russia, Yugoslavia, Poland, India, 


Togetherness 


I dreamed that farmers “got together,” presented a united 
front, and wrote their own program. Charles Shuman, 
President of American Farm Bureau Federation, who like 
his predecessor, Alan Kline, had been a great agricultural 
statesman, was ordered by Bobby Kennedy, floating end on 
the Pennsylvania Avenue Touch Football Tigers, to get 
together with Jim Patton, socialistic President of socialistic 
Farmers Union. This was like ordering Barry Goldwater 
to get together with Norman Thomas, and all cows to 
get together with chimpanzees. In 1960 Jim Patton had 
proposed compulsory farmer membership in a farmers’ 
union. Why not? Unions had compulsory membership and 
farm leaders insisted on “parity” with the other segments 
of our economy. Patton would charge every farmer $25 
a year plus 2% of what the farmer’s produce brought. Of 
course, this could easily be returned to the farmer through 
higher prices by nationwide starve-the-public farmer strikes. 

Under Patton’s licensing plan, farming would become a 
closed shop, for members only. Only card-carrying men of 
the soil could get government permission to till Uncle Sam's 
(formerly God's) soil. Only licensees would be free to farm 
or unfarm at taxpayers’ expense. This plan had worked well 
in other Socialist nations. 

I dreamed that farmers were allowed to write their 
own farm program. Then, in order to give them parity with 
farmers, we let businessmen write the tax laws; union lead- 
ers write the labor laws. After we had let farmers decide 
farm legislation, we let Big Business hold a referendum vote 
on whether it wanted to be subsidized by the government to 
do the job it had previously done with its stockholders’ 
money. Then socialistic Reuther and gangsteristic Hoffa were 
asked to take a referendum of their members to decide 
whether they wanted 150% of parity with equal share in the 
profits with the owners and an equal voice in management; 
or 200% of parity with time and effort controls limited to 
25 hours a week. 


“The” Farmer Finally Gets Parity 


I dreamed that the New Frontiersmen had quickly recog- 
nized that before we could have a “the” farm problem which 
they could solve for us, there had to be a “the” farmer. The 
obvious answer, which even Soapy Williams could under- 
stand, was the “fair share” farmer. Everybody leveled off. 
All equal—just like they were created. Thus “the farm 
problem” was ended. “The” farmer finally got parity— 
with each other. 

My dream ended with a vision of Soapy Williams, who 
had gone to Africa to give away our surpluses. Some of our 
United Nations have-not African brothers became haves 
around their Bongo drums this beautiful moonlit night in the 
Congo, as they played at their national pastime, swallow the 
leader. They helped us reduce our surpluses too. They wash- 
ed their mouths out with Soapy.

DAIRYING 
WITH 
COST-CUTTERS 


PROSPECTS for making money by milking cows ¢ ontinue 
to hinge on a trio of major management items: feed eff! 
ciency, individual production and how many hours the 
herdsman can trim from dairy chores. 

“The number of cows in a herd won't tell you how much 
money you'll make,” says Ray Corbin, near Krum, Tex. 
“How they perform on the milking line—at the trough and 
production-wise—tells that story.” 

Corbin returned to dairying with that idea in mind three 
years ago after a five-year lapse from dairying. High pro- 
duction costs and dipping returns caused the earlier drop out. 

After a false start that required an extra man during 
morning milking to help handle cows, he now has a setup 
for a 50-cow milking string that’s handy as a shirt pocket. 
And he handles the job with no outside labor. “Cows are 
in the barn only about six minutes,” Corbin says. “It takes 
me about 2% hours to finish the string.” 

Corbin whipped the man-hour problem with an automatic 
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Ray Corbin grinds and mixes his own feed. Feed is lifted by 
auger, then dropped through roof of 6,000- 

pound bulk storage room. Augers take feed from storage, 
outside of building, into milking room 


feed setup. Feed now is moved from bulk storage through 
augers wrapped around the outside of the barn, using plas- 
tics to “bend” corners. The augers fill gravity chutes above 
each stanchion. Traps, operated by pulley from the work- 
ing aisle, regulate the flow of grain into the trough—a 
pound of feed for each 3 to 4 pounds of milk. Feed isn't 
dropped until Corbin knows which cow shows for milking. 
Pressure plates at the last bunk start augers turning when 
the last chute is emptied, filling all chutes for the next 
cows. It shuts off automatically. 

The auger setup cost $657. It paid for itself in 34 weeks 
by eliminating a $20 per week labor bill 

Last summer, he installed a feed grinder to trim costs 
even more. Cost was $300, including a used 5,000-pound 
storage-mixing unit. Even though he buys all grain and 
supplement for the herd (he has no cropland outside of 
pastures), he figures a feed cost of $2.10 cwt., including 
grinding. He buys grains at harvest, stores for later use. 
Store price for his 15% full grain rations, delivered in bulk, 
would run about $2.45 cwt., so he saves $22.75 a week. 

“Second big management step came in individual pro- 
duction,” he continued. When he returned to dairying in 
1958, his daily 38-cow average was only 29 pounds. Only 
15 of the original cows remain in the 50-cow milking string; 
and his production average now crowds 12,000 pounds a 
year. 

The entire farm is geared to forage production. There are 
34 acres in cultivation, and they're planted to Sudan in 
summer. The rest of the farm (100 acres) is in Bermuda, 
some of it Coastal. It’s overseeded to ryegrass and Button 
and Madrid clovers to keep green forage every day of the 
year. A third of the pasture is reseeded and fertilized with 
160 pounds of 16-20-0 each fall. 

Hay is bought at harvest and stored in a 6,000-bale barn 
for winter use. Summer and early fall hay needs are filled 
“at the baler.” 

“Having to buy all of my hay and grain is another reason 
why I have to have efficient cows in the barn,” Corbin says. 
“They have to be good milkers, or I'm just a middle man.” 
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VERY American has a little cowboy blood, so as I rode 
through the gates of Jim LeNoir’s place, I just naturally 
took on an “Old West” swagger. 

There wasn’t a gun slinger in sight . . . just Texas cows, 
horses and two cow-savy men. Jim and brother-partner 
Charles have literally “built” a 1,500 acre ranch near the 
Hatchie river 10 miles south of Bolivar, Tenn. 

Their setup is a prime example of what can be done in 
the Southeast with cattle. Their well-financed, carefully 
planned, profitable operation is proof that the area has a 
bright future in cattle. 

Right now Jim has 320 brood cows and 11 bulls that 
were brought in mostly from a Texas herd in 1956. But 
that isn’t where the story begins. Charles operates a pipe- 
laying outfit and is the principle backer of the plan that 
turned 1,500 acres of swamp muck and worn out corn and 
cotton fields into a productive cattle operation. 

In 1954, when the brothers bought the land, they had only 
375 open acres. Right off, they started clearing out the 
worthless woods. They used the pipe laying equipment in 
the off seasons. 

Clearing continued through 1955 and °56 until 1,350 acres 
were opened, drained and surrounded by a 5-mile dike to 
keep river and creek floods off the bottoms. This was im- 
portant because 95% of the land is what Jim calls “second 
bottom land.” Two-way drains permit flooding or draining 
at will. 

Today every foot of that acreage is firmly soded in fescue, 
clover, Coastal Bermuda, Dallis grass and lespedeza. Grass 
is the only feed used except that replacement heifers get 
1.5 to 3 pounds of grain per day from September to March 
of their first winter. 


Jim has proved that his land will respond to fertilizer. 
He uses annual applications of 500 pounds of a 6-12-12 
for his pastures and limes according to soil test directions. 

The payoff comes in yields of around 7% tons of silage 
per acre and about 2 tons of hay. He uses from 700 to 900 
He put up 14,000 bales of hay in 


tons of silage a year. 
1960. 
Because there are only 11 bulls in the herd, Jim uses 


“range breeding.” “I'd rather have a June calf than no 
calf at all,” he says, and for that reason bulls run with cows 
from December through June. Brood cows are watched 
closely and the minute anything goes wrong or an animal 
shows signs of being a poor mother (turns up with a weak 
or small calf) she is packed off to the stockyards. 

Range breeding presents some problems. Weaning must 
be carried out year-round. Castrating and dehorning must 
wait til cool weather for off-season calves. 

After weaning, calves go back on pasture and there they 
run until sold at 12 to 15 months of age, usually in July, Sep- 
tember and October. 

Ten percent of the top heifers are held each year to fill 
in for old cows and to take over from low producers. “It’s 
important to hold these heifers for about 18 months before 
breeding to assure proper size and maturity,” swears Jim. 
The formula works well. The herd’s 1959-60 calf crop 
averaged 90%. 

One of the outstanding features of the operation is the 
fact that it is well financed. But the investment of around 
$245,000 is in itself a problem. Jim can't just sit back and 
watch cattle grow. He has to produce a healthy return on 
the investment. 

To do this, in addition to producing more silage and hay 
than he needs, Jim produces about 60,000 pounds of grass 
seed each year on 100 acres. He plans to begin putting 
in 100 acres of corn annually. Creek water, overflow 
wells and a 15-acre lake will be used to irrigate to insure 
corn production of 100 to 150 bushels per acre. It will 
give Jim the capacity to feed out part of the market cattle 
when prices are right. 

The LeNoir place is one of a growing number of agri- 
cultural operations designed to pay a favorable rate of in- 
terest on an investment. This is a departure from the tra- 
ditional objective of making a farm pay for itself in a rela- 
tively short period of time. 

Right now from 250 to 270 feeders are being sold each 
year at an average weight of 500 pounds or better. The po- 
tential is about 400 head of feeders, according to Jim. 

The physical setup on the place is almost ideal for

HASTE IN FARM PROGRAMS can create un- 
certain situations. The recent feed 
grains bill, for instance. It had a pro 
vision in its original form which would 
have prevented farmers who participated 
from planting the acreage increases 
granted them for cotton this year. It 
was corrected before passage, when cot- 
ton producer organizations pointed out 
what it did. 














THE PRICE SUPPORT PROGRAM is another 6x- 
ample. The new Administration acted 
speedily and without study. It believed 
that it raised the price of cotton only 
-62 cents a pound. Actually the increase 
in price to the mills was 3.75 nts. 
The increase weakens the competitive 
position of cotton with other fibers, 
makes the domestic mills more vulnerable 
than ever to imports, and increases the 
problem of textile exports. So now there 
is being talked a “consumption incentive* 
of three cents a pound for the silts, 
This would restore the domestic competi- 
tive position, help the export trade 

and permit the mills to meet foreign 
competition on better terms. 














WANT ANOTHER EXAMPLE? The export subsidy 
was announced at 8.5 cents, an incre 

of 2.5 cents over that existing in t 
1960 season. With the support price up 
3.75 cents, and the export subsidy in- 
creased 2.5 cents, foreign mills, shippers 
and domestic mills have rushed to buy 
the cotton available now at current 
prices, knowing that it automatically 
becomes more valuable on August 1, in 
spite of carrying charges. The stocks of 
Choice A cotton have been depleted. More 
than half the stocks from 1959 and 
earlier crops have been sold. The Admin- 
istration is faced with the problem of 
issuing t-in-kind certificates for 
exports after August 1 and having no cot- 
ton with which to redeem them. They have 
pledged to maintain the subsidy value at 
8.50 cents. Cash payments seem to be the 
only solution.

If the Congress is willing to give up its 
right to write farm legislation, it is 
unlikely to de from its theory that 
has been the basis of all the farm pro- 
grams.

It doesn't matter whether he has 5 acres 
in the Soil Bank in South Carolina, or 
10,000 acres in the San Joaquin Valley, 
the precedent has been set. Each has a 
Single vote. That is why farm programs 
are what they are. 


THIS iS THE YEAR of moving ahead in cotton 
production. More and more the trend is 
toward mechanical harvesting and the use 
of chemical weed controls. There are new and 
more potent poisons for insect control, 
making for better opportunities for 
realizing the yields that cotton can 
make, if not destroyed by insects and 
disease. 


FARMERS AND GINNERS are beginning to get 
the message that grade alone is not the 
prime requisite of good spinning quality. 
Strength, uniformity, fiber fineness are 
much more important than color or trash 
in the final analysis.

SECRETARY of Agriculture Free- 
man got some advice from farmer 
Howard Werkheiser, 21, one of six

Howard said he didn’t “sass him 
or nothing;” simply “told him the 
government sl:ould try to get out of 
the farming picture in 10 or 15 years.

But 
the President “agreed” when Howard 
put in the time element of 10 to 15 
years. (Yes suh, that’s what he said.) 

Both the President and the Secre- 
tary must have been convinced that 
Howard meant for somebody else’s 
administration to do the getting out, 
however. Because they proceeded a 
few days later to shoot for more gov- 
ernment involvement for the period of 
their four-year stint. 


Credit food: Help 
- or hindrance? 


THE old-fashioned grocery store may 
be gone or going but one of their 
sales tools—customer credit—may be 
on the way back. 

If so, farmers and processors may 
experience a downward pressure on 
some of their price levels. That’s the 
opinion of USDA economist Norman 
Townshend-Zeller. 

He has been studying the more than 
300 food stores in California that of- 
fer shoppers a bank-charge-account 
plan for buying food. The plan is 
tied in with 27,000 retail outlets in 
that state offering the same plan. 

Searching for customer-attracting 
services, the food stores use the plan 
to add to customer convenience—pro- 
vide buyers with a monthly cost sum- 
mary and an opportunity to take ad- 
vantage of price specials, with fewer 
checks to write. Charges are run 
through a bank which in turn bills the 
individual customer who is expected 
to pay up in 25 days. 

Townshend-Zeller feels that if the 
majority of stores in a given area 
adopt this type plan, retail costs will 
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increase. (Banks receive a percentage 
of sales—and it could run around 
4.5% of the total, according to the 
economist.) And, as usual, farmers 
would be pressured to absorb the 


charge. 
. And a spring 
harvest, too 


PROMISE of a rebound in net farm 
income for 1961 and improvements 
in current income levels have sparked 
an air of optimism among farmers. 
So say the suppliers of farm equip- 
ment and other production items. 

Farm income for 1961 is expected 
to reach about $13 billion. The esti- 
mate is up $1.4 billion from estimates 
made in the fall. And, already, equip- 
ment dealers are reporting increases 
in sales of tractors and other imple- 
ments. There has been a sharp upturn 
in purchases of second hand equip- 
ment. 

Farmers are spending more because 
of the improved income situation and 
are counting on higher price supports 
and other government programs to 
hold incomes at a high level. 

Bigger crops in 1960 also have 
had an influence on the attitude of 
farmers. Future prospects of having 
major commodity prices held up, while 
land is released to plant other crops, 
are eyed by some farmers as an op- 
portunity to jack up net income in 
1961. 

Another change this year could be 
a change in seasonal buying habits. 
The Feed Grain Program will funnel 
out millions of dollars this spring (half 
the certificate money to each farmer 
complying); usually farmers have to 
wait until fall for their “harvest.”

SECRETARY Freeman’s “purge” of 
the Extension Service hasn’t gone be- 
low the position of Director . . . so 
far. And just how far he plans to go 
he isn’t saying. 

His changing of Director Kepner’s 
classification to “C” (political appoint- 
ment) so that he could kick him out 
and install his own man, Dr. E. T. 
York of Auburn University, was not 
an unprecedented move, as many ob- 
servers believe. Secretary Benson es- 
tablished that precedent eight years 
ago by kicking out M. L. Wilson in 
the same manner. (The classification 
can be changed back to Civil Service 
the next day.) A significant fact is that 


WW Tractor control, too? 


MANUFACTURERS of farm imple- 
ments may be in for investigation by 
Congress. Maneuvers at a Memphis, 
Tenn., hearing of the House Agricul- 
ture Subcommittee on Equipment, 
Supplies and Manpower may be in- 
advertently setting the stage for a 
probe of the industry to include: (1) 
pricing policies; (2) quality of im- 
plements and other cost-of-farming 
factors. 

Chairman Gathings (D-Ark.) said 
the hearings are designed “to point up 
the farmers’ cost-price-squeeze prob- 
lem to the public and to combat anti- 
farmer propaganda.” 

But it was apparent from the way 
witnesses were led and the hearing 
handled that the group is trying to 
build a case for more of the “Coch- 
rane Concoction” type of farm legisla- 
tion—more government supply and 
price control as per the “New Fron- 
tier.” And he seems quite willing to 
smear equipment manufacturers to 
help do it. 

Rep. Gathings would neither con- 
firm nor deny that price fixing charges 
would be brought against the farm 
implement industry. He did say the 
subcommittee has “quite a bit of mail 
on prices” (farm equipment prices) 
and that “the subcommittee is mak- 
ing no charges” at this time. He added 
during the hearing that “implement 
manufacturers will have their day in 
court,” at a hearing to be held in 
Washington. And “their day” is certain 
to pin a chief cause of farmer cost 
to the coattails of labor unions, as was 
pointed out by Farm Bureau testi- 
mony at Memphis. 


Just how far for the Extension Service? 


Dr. York is departing Auburn on a 
leave of absence. One year? Two? 

But if Freeman plans to take charge 
of Extension and put it to work push- 
ing his program, as rumor has it, then 
he must go further. And how far 
he can get without running head on 
into the Civil Service Commission 
or the Land Grant Colleges is not 
known. 

One other move he has made is to 
take Rural Development virtually out 
of the hands of Extension (put it in 
Farmers Home Adm). Asked why 
they did this, one federal worker is 
reported to have said, “Because we 
just couldn't control it where it was.” 
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THE chances that Agriculture Secre- 
tary Freeman may accept bids from 
distillers on surplus corn for the pro- 
duction of industrial alcohol could 
widen the schism between the USDA 
high command and Senate Agriculture 
Committee Chairman Allen Ellender 
(D-La.). 

The Secretary’s bowing to the re- 
quest of Publicker Industries, Inc., 
of Philadelphia, would be in defiance 
of a stern protest by Ellender. The 
Louisiana lawmaker wrote Secretary 
Freeman as recently as March 3, ob- 
jecting to Publicker’s efforts “to ob- 
tain approximately 30 million bushels 
of surplus corn at a price of about 35 
cents a bushel.” 

Said Ellender, in his letter: “This 
company has let it be known that un- 
less the government accedes to its 
request, it intends to proceed with 
the importation of about 120 million 
gallons of molasses from Communist 
Cuba. This appears to me to be an 
attempt to intimidate the Federal Gov- 
ernment.” 

Freeman was also advised by USDA 


A good healthy fight might help a little 


aides not to go along with Publicker’s 
request. Former Secretary Benson 
received similar advice a year ago 
and turned down the distillery’s ap- 
peal. 

Reasons why listed by the Senator 
included “the danger to established 
markets, both feed and alcohol. 

“Utilization of corn in the manu- 
facture of alcohol has an extremely 
important and direct effect upon 
the farmer who produces feed for live- 
stock. Furthermore, the displacement 
by corn of molasses normally used 
in alcohol production would also have 
the effect of increasing supplies of 
the latter commodity for use as feed, 
thereby adding to the problem of feed 
grains,” he said. 

Ellender and Freeman have never 
been close and the Senator has already 
been sharply critical of the legislative 
proposals advanced by the new Ad- 
ministration for agriculture (although 
he went along with the Feed Grains 
bill). If the Secretary goes along with 
Publicker over the Senator's protest, 
the rift may widen. 





ge It’s the woman 
who pays 


SECRETARY of Agriculture Freeman 
has launched a “public relations” pro- 
gram for agriculture and plans to in- 
volve his vast army of federal workers 
in his effort to close the “understand- 
ing gap” between farmers and the con- 
sumer, so he has said. 

But there are problems. No doubt, 
if the Freeman farm policies follow 
the outline he has set up, higher con- 
sumer prices will result. Could be 
he is so confident of success that he 
is starting early to prepare consumers 
for this situation. 

While what the Secretary says about 
low food cost, and the advances made 
by farmers resulting in more and bet- 
ter products for less money are true, 
it's not a new story. Every Secre- 
tary of Agriculture in recent years 
has told it. And farm organizations 
have wrestled long and hard with 
the “public relations problem.” 

One basic fact remains: Farmers 
may be convinced that they are doing 
a good job, but the housewife really 
doesn’t care who gets the money she 
pays for a can of beans; she’s con- 
cerned over how it affects her budget. 
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In more simple terms, Freeman 
would con consumers into thinking 
there is nothing amiss in dosing the 
economy—in the name of farmers— 
with more money and more regula- 
tion than ever before. 


Ww Bouncing billions 
PRESIDENT Kennedy's budget mes- 
sage to Congress proposed adding a- 
bout $1 billion to the Eisenhower 
estimate far Agriculture for next year. 

You can’t help wondering if this 
means the Administration really didn’t 
believe it when it announced the Feed 
Grains bill would save half a billion. 


- Sauce for the 

gander again? 
SOUTHEASTERN poultrymen and 
their lawmakers are up in arms over 
efforts of the California legislature 
to pass a measure requiring all poultry 
products sold in that state to be la- 
beled as to where the product was 
grown and processed. 

One bill would require statements as 
to whether any preservative drugs 
were used on shipped products. 

Governors and commissioners of 
agriculture in several Southeastern and 
Mid-South states have registered their 


disapproval of such measures, which 
they say would hamper the movement 
of poultry products in interstate trade 
and could mean higher costs to ship- 
pers. 

This is not the first time the two 
areas have been in conflict over such 
laws. A similar effort in California 
some time ago resulted in an embargo 
on California fruit in favor of Florida 
citrus in one Southeastern state. That 
round ended in a draw, with both 
states calling off the dogs. 

- For textiles, 

it’s “tough” 
THE U. S. textile industry need not 
expect much relief from its current 
economic headaches during 1961, in 
spite of its howls. 

The net result of Kennedy Admin- 
istration studies of textile troubles is 
to do virtually nothing. Secretary of 
Commerce Luther Hodges, who first 
made his name in the textile business, 
admitted recently that the Adminis- 
tration policy would be against any 
“protectionism.” 

The only tangible step taken so far 
has been the raising of cotton price 
support levels so that U. S. has to pay 
more for subsidizing world exports. 


W Uncle's Real Estate 


NEARLY 34% of the land area of 
United States is now federally owned. 
A whopping 772 million acres of 
land throughout the world is Uncle 
Sam's, according to the latest inven- 
tory of the General Services Adm. 
All but a half million of those acres 
are in the U.S. In terms of original 
costs (not necessarily approaching 
what land might be worth today) the 
holdings amount to $52.6 billion. 

The Federal Government owns 
more than half of five states—Alaska, 
99.7%; Nevada, 86.9%; Utah, 
69.1%; Idaho, 64.8% and. Oregon, 
51.1%. And now, if Interior Secre- 
tary Stuart Udall has his way, the 
Federal Government will get a much 
tighter grip on the country’s real es- 
tate. 

Just as a reminder: When the 
smokescreen of service, conservation, 
recreation and grazing (plus that beau- 
tiful new Post Office site) is thrown 
up as an excuse for federal land 
ownership . . . remember that every 
acre of public lands and every brick 
in public buildings is a tax-free, un- 
assessed burden on taxpayers’ pocket- 
books.

Sy years ago, almost to this day, “a young single man 
of 28 years with about $3,000 cash—and tired of the 
mercantile business”—wrote the American Institute Farmers Club, 
asking how to become a profitable farmer. 

The Southern Agriculturist (now FARM AND RANCH) carried 
the following answer in March, 1872: “Put all your money in the 
bank at 7% on mortgage. Hire yourself to a thrifty, money- 
making farmer; work the first month for your board. Then get 
him to give you something till you make nearly a full wage. 

“See everything and remember what you see. Read farm books 
and papers. In a year or two buy a place on which the first in- 
stallment is $1,000. Use $1,000 for stock and tools; keep the rest 
of your cash at interest and go to work. When you've been on 
the farm a year, marry some young woman who can raise chickens 
and knows how to make pantaloons.” 

What's the answer to the same question in 1961? We were 
tempted to say: “Take the $3,000 and invest it in a whirlwind 
courtship of a girl; marry her before moving on the farm. But, 
instead of being sure she can raise chickens, be darn certain she 
can raise $100,000 in cash.” 

That might be the answer for some. But there just aren't

enough “sugarbabies” to go around. So FARM AND RANCH set 
out to find out what it takes to make $5,000 net income. 
(As much as semi-skilled workers in non-farm employment.) 


I. takes enough capital to choke a horse, expert management, 
efficient resource organization, capital accumulation and a 
financial plan that staggers the imagination of non-farmers— 
and has staggered some farmers out of business. 

Lots of folks may want to laugh off the research data basic 
to this story as “slide rule” farming. No matter. The proof 
of the pudding is in pocketing the profits. 

A farm, to stay in business over the long pull, must bring 
in enough money to cover: (1) current operating expenses; 
(2) depreciation for replacement of outdated or worn equip- 
ment, buildings, etc.; (3) debts and interest on debts and (4) 
family expenses. 


RS this analysis, 6% interest is charged on the total invest- 
ment and on some short-term loans to point up the returns to 
investment as well as income for labor and management. If 
a farmer owns his resources this interest goes in his pocket. 
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However, even if he did not have to pay interest on his in- 
vestment, the interest should be set aside for reinvestment. 


Tae above charts are largely self-explanatory. But keep in 
mind—budgets are typical of the level at which the most 
efficient 10% to 15% of farmers operate. They are not aver- 
ages—not even high group averages (like DHIA dairymen). 

MANAGEMENT: Management is a slippery word that de- 
fies pinning down. Maybe the best way to define the manage- 
ment ability needed to farm for profit is to look at the levels 
of efficiency outlined and say: “If I can’t get this kind of re- 
sults, I don’t have the management ability I need.” 


a manager must control and keep on top of all managable 
angles of the business (such as the amount of fertilizer, cost 
of feed, etc.). He must then be able to judge how factors be- 
yond his control—such as weather, prices, etc.—are likely to 
effect his business. 

Examples: The dairyman in this instance maintains a 12,000-

POULTRY 


Warning Signs On 
Overproduction 


OVEREXPANSION in production of 
eggs, turkeys and broilers and result- 
ing sharp drops in prices and earnings 
are predicted by top poultry econo- 
mists, partly because of government 
tampering with feed grains. 

Egg prices, for the laying year 
beginning October 1, 1961, may be 5 
to 7 cents lower, compared to the cur- 
rent laying year. 

Turkey farm prices, August through 
December, will average 4 to 5 cents 
below the 25-to 26-cent national av- 
erage of the same period in 1960. 

Broiler prices may average | to 12 
cents lower during the months April 
through December than in 1960. 


Cuts Egg Breakage Costs 


EGG producer Maurice Pickler of 
Stanly County, N.C., figures he saves 
$10 a day on egg breakage, now that 
he’s switched from round baskets to 
square baskets with filler flats. 

“Many poultrymen get a breakage 
of 10 to 12%,” he explains. “It’s easy 
to see what a savings can result from 
cutting breakage 50%.” 


Why So Many 
Condemned? 


DURING the past year an extensive 
study of the causes of high condemna- 
tion experienced by the broiler indus- 
try of the Southeast has revealed that 
losses from plant error were mostly 
due to cadavers, mishandling (bruis- 
ing), contamination and overscalds. 
Chief causes of condemnation on 
farms were large flocks and wide and 
long houses, inexperienced growers, 
overcrowding under brooders, respira- 
tory disease, roundworms, coccidiosis, 
limited feeding (one or two times per 
day) and poor feed conversion. 
Scientists making the study also 
reported that they disagreed with fed- 
eral inspectors an average of 50% of 
the time (on birds to be condemned) 
—up to 90% with some inspectors. 


Better Coccidiosis Control? 


RESEARCH findings that explain the 
hatching mechanism of coccidial cysts 
may open the way for a new, effect- 
tive coccidiosis control in poultry and 
livestock, says USDA. 

The work indicates a possible con- 
trol within the host by drugs that in- 
terfere with hatching action and con- 
trol outside the host by use of sprays 
or other treatments to destroy protec- 
tive coverings of coccidial parasites in 
forage, feed or water.

[GHTING cotton insects isn’t new. 

But changing patterns of cotton 
production have aggravated the situ- 
ation—created new problems which 
demand new approaches and new 
techniques. 

This fact was highlighted in a meet- 
ing of the Southwest Branch of the 
Entomological Society of America at 
San Antonio. Dr. H. G. Johnston, en- 
tomologist of the National Cotton 
Council, emphasized that cotton 
would be facing a hopeless situation 
today if progress in technologies had 
not been made. “Mechanization and 
‘chemicalization’ have been helpful in 
holding costs of production down and 
pushing yields up,” he says. “But this 
progress is now a part of the total 
problem of making insect control pay 
off,” said Johnston. Evidence is in- 
creasing to show that the boll weevil 
population potential has increased 
greatly in recent years. Records at the 
USDA Insect Laboratories at Tallulah, 
Louisiana, and Florence, South Caro- 
lina, show that on the average there 
are 3.5 times as many weevils entering 


cotton fields in the spring as 13 years 
ago, when fast changes started. 
Important as past progress has been 
in cotton production, it’s obvious that 
results have not always been to the 
advantage of the cotton grower. Some 
disadvantages have crept in. Cotton 
insects, particularly the boll weevil, 
bollworm and pink bollworm have 
been provided an abundance of suc- 
culent food, largely through irrigation 
and fertilization — two essentials in 
many areas. These factors create vig- 
orous plant growth and help extend 
the growing period much later in the 
season. “This means,” said Johnston, 
“a potential heavy population build-up 
in the fall, and a potential increase in 
the number emerging in the spring.” 
Considerable variation has been 
noted from field to field in the num- 
ber of weevils going into diapause. In 
general, research has found it to be 
between 40 and 60% of the total pop- 
ulation; and it reaches a peak just 
prior to and during the harvest period. 
Studies of boll weevil diapause at 
Texas A&M show that late-season ap- 


plications have greatly reduced or 
completely prevented the completion 
of diapause development and winter 
survival. (Reported, FARM AND RANCH 
—Aug., 1960.) “This line of research.” 
said Johnston, “is aimed at the very 
heart of the currently most important 
phase of the boll weevil probiem—that 
is the greatly increased, and still in- 
creasing, overwintering population.” 

This situation makes it mandatory 
that researchers make a determined 
search for new approaches to boll wee- 
vil control as well as for other insects. 
Johnston said they must be approaches 
which will prevent the rapid popula- 
tion increases; but that meanwhile 
there should be no let up in improving 
conventional methods. 

More research is now being planned 
for boll weevil control. Some has al- 
ready shown promise for boll weevil 
eradication. If, through a modified 
schedule of insecticide applications, 
diapause weevils can be reduced or 
eliminated, there is then promise for 
complete eradication. But it must be 
done on a large scale. —H. L. Gantz

FIRST STAGE ...Thrips, usually the first 
pests to attack the newly-emerged cotton 
plant, will stunt the plant and may delay 
fruiting for two weeks or more. An insecti 
cide application when the first two leaves 
appear, followed by a second application 
seven days later starts the program. Cost 
for insecticide is slight, 34 of a pound (1 
pint) per acre of toxaphene or toxaphene- 
DDT being adequate. (However, if cut- 
worms are present, dosage should be in 
creased to 3 or 4 pints per acre.) Dust 
formulations, of course, can be used at 
any point in the season instead of sprays 


SECOND STAGE When cotton reaches the 8-leaf stage it may fall victim to boll 
worms, fleahoppers, and other plant bugs—as well as thrips. But the biggest menace 
lies in the activity of overwintered boli weevils. Toxaphene-DDT formulations are highly 
recommended because they control these mixed populations 

An application at the rate of 1 to 2 quarts per acre, according to state recom 
mendations, should be made when the first tiny square appears, with another app! 
cation coming 5 to 7 days later 

In most areas, 5 to 7 days after your last application another treatment is 
recommended. By this time, however, the plant is large enough to require two, prefer 
ably three nozzles per row for good coverage. The dosage of toxaphene-DDT should be 
increased to '/2 gallon per acre. (One week after this application, check your fields care 
fully to see if weevils are still moving into your fields from nearby hibernation quarters 
If so, another application should be made at the '~ gallon dosage. This would be the 
sixth application in the early part of the complete program.) 


POINTS TO 
REMEMBER... 


1. Most low-volume sprayers operate efficiently on row crops 
such as cotton at a tractor speed of four or five miles per hour. 
2. Maintain tank pressure at 60 pounds. 3. Use No. 3 cone- 
type nozzles which at the above speed and pressure will put 
out about two gallons of liquid per acre. Airplanes can also be 
used to excellent advantage in this program. During early ap- 
plications the dosage should be 3 to 4 pints of toxaphene-DDT 
per acre; for late season increase to 1/2 gallon per acre. 

In areas where broadcast spraying is recommended, 
growers should be sure to consult with their own authorities 
for slight variations from these suggestions, and it is wise for 
growers in all areas to seek advice from their local county 
agents and extension entomologists.

THIRD STAGE When first blooms 
appear on the cotton plant, boll weevil 
emergence is complete in most areas. If 
poisoning has been done properly up to 
now, overwintered weevils have been con 
trolled. However, cotton should be 
checked at least once a week for weevil- 
punctured squares, and for the presence 
of other insect pests, especially bollworms

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Catholics always have be- 
lieved this, although at 
times they are criticized 
for it. 

“Christ,” some sincere 
people say, “is our sole Re- 
deemer and our sole Medi- 
ator. We don’t need any- 
one else to mediate or in- 
tercede for us.” 

This misunderstanding, we are sure, 
will be quickly cleared away in the mind 
of any fair-minded Christian when the 
Catholic teaching and belief are ex- 
plained 

Since the time of the Apostles, the 
Catholic Church has insisted that there 
is only one Mediator between God and 
man—Our Lord Jesus Christ. The entire 
Catholic religion, in fact, is founded 
upon that truth. 

But this does not mean that there are 
no intermediaries between Christ and 
ourselves. Indeed, the whole Bible takes 
such mediation for granted. 

When Christ commissioned the Apos- 
tles to “... teach all nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son, and of the Holy Spirit...” he 
was interposing their ministry between 
Himself and others. In the granting of 
Sacramental authority to His Church, 
He was obviously instituting a succes- 
sion of human “deputies” to serve as 
intermediaries berween Himself and the 
faithful. 

In the administration of Baptism, for 
example, Christ dispenses one of the 
gifts of Redemption through a purely 
human agent. This is true also in the 
other Sacraments, and in no wise does 
the administrator detract from the honor 
due Christ or interfere with man’s direct 
approach to God. 

The Apostles repeatedly asked their 
disciples to “pray for us,” and St. Paul 


SUPREME 


admonished the faithful to 
“pray for one another... 
that you may be healed...” 
Indeed, if Christ did not in- 
tend to have intermediaries 
between Himself and men, 
would St. Paul have told us 
that “God hath set some in 
the church, first apostles, 
secondly prophets, thirdly 
teachers, after that miracles, then gifts 
of healings...” (1 Corinthians 12:28)? 

Yes, others can mediate with Christ in 
our behalf. And their example and pray- 
ers can often work a vast miracle in our 
spiritual lives... for indeed “the prayer 
of a righteous man availeth much.” How 
much is indicated by the words of St. 
Paul to Timothy, reminding him that 
by holding true to the doctrine, “thou 
wilt save both thyself and those who 
hear thee” (1 Timothy 4:16).

his unit cost down. Let his production 
drop 2,000 pounds per cow, and his 
net income drops to $1,800. 

Suppose the broiler mortality rate 
was 4%, not 2%. Net profit drops 
$240. And if the beef feeder let cost 
edge upward two cents a pound, he'd 
go in the hole. 

Farmers now on a low level of ef- 
ficiency will probably have to make a 
shift to higher levels within four to 
six years—a time span that historical- 
ly took 17 to 20 years. 

This requirement and other demands 
of modern agriculture may well lead 
to a higher and higher degree of spe- 
cialization (not less, as some econo- 
mists indicate). It boils down to the 
fact that the manager must get the 
job done with high level capital in- 
vestments and get high level responses 
to his “bunch of resources,” or think 
hard about finding another business. 


ORGANIZING: How do you ar- 
range land, labor, buildings, equipment 
and available money to get the most 
profit? It’s simply a matter of gath- 
ering your grapes (total resources) 
into the kind of pile (organization) 
from which you can get the most 
juice (net profits). 

For most farmers, resource organ- 
ization means rearranging what he 
has and getting enough additional re- 
sources to shoot for a certain income. 
The plans in the charts outline defi- 
nite steps for making the $5,000 goal. 
But goals and plans change. A key to 
successful organization of resources is 
the ability to tell when to drop one 
plan in favor of a better one. 

Farm size is an important consid- 
eration. The right size is considered 
by business farmers to be the size that 
can provide maximum profits—and 
not in terms of acres, tractors, etc. 
Problems in farm size arise often 
from the fact that resource combina- 
tions (the ratio of one resource to 
others, etc.) are out of line, not fitted 
for adjustments. 

Commodity prices also go far in 
determining the size of farm needed 
to make a given income. Production 
must be high enough and cost low 
enough for price times volume less 
cost to equal income. Average cost 
for each unit of a commodity pro- 
duced will vary with the volume pro- 
duced and the methods and techniques 
of production used. 

When a farmer organizes his re- 
sources for a set income he must be 
careful to figure: (1) Interest charges 
on the total investment (regardless of 
the equity position); (2) hired labor

and family labor costs; (3) deprecia- 
tion; and (4) variable costs. 

This will not include any retirement 
of debt. Debt payments have to be 
made from farm income in excess 
of interest, fixed and variable costs 
and family expenses. 

This means that a farmer who must 
finance a large part of the investment 
with borrowed money must press be- 
yond minimum output levels where 
product price is equal to unit cost. 
Of course, with specialization 
The farmer is required to master fewer 
technical skills than for one with sev- 
eral enterprises,” says Dr. Quentin W. 
Lindsey, associate professor of Agri- 
cultural Economics at N. C. State. 


FINANCING: How much money 
is required to bring income up to the 
lesired level? According to regional 
project reports from North Carolina 
and Oklahoma, it is apparent that in- 
vestments must range between $50,000 
and $100,000 if a family is to reach 
a “reasonable” income. This require- 
ment will continue to increase, and the 
average investment for commercial 
farms is likely to reach $150,000 with- 
in 20 years, according to Dr. Lindsey, 
even in these areas. 

He also says: “In the inescapable 
unfolding of events, farmers (in much 
of the Southeast and Southwest) now 
in control of resources valued at less 
than $50,000 will find it necessary to 
choose from four alternatives: (1) 
Reorganize operations into efficient 
units with the resource ‘pile’ falling 
between $50,000 and $100,000; (2) 
Change to a system of part-time farm- 
ing; (3) Shift entirely to non-farm 
work; or (4) Sink gradually out.” 

Naturally, your ability to get credit 
plays a tremendous role. Under pres- 
ent credit policies of lending institu- 
tions finance levels suggested in the 
charts may be downright impossible to 
achieve by borrowing. But these are 
capital accumulations necessary. 

(While these figures are no longer 
unusually high sounding for many 
operators on the coast, they still are 
fantastic to farmers in some areas 
East.) 

High debt levels mean payments of 
principal and interest in the range of 
several thousand dollars. “It is quite 
possible,” Lindsey says, “that debts 
could become so large on many farms 
that the family will be unable to repay 
it. Profit margins may be such that a 
reasonable return on capital invested 
is all that can be expected. 

“This is not a departure fram mod- 
ern business methods,” he explains. 
“Many corporations now find it im- 
possible to repay investment capital 
within a generation.”

One skirmish does not a whole war make 


Well, Mr. Farmer, you've got your grain “program.” 

You didn’t get to write it, like you were promised. The 
Secretary of Agriculture wrote it for you. 

You didn’t get to vote on it, like you were promised. 
The Secretary did your voting for you. 

You didn’t get /00% of parity, like you were promised. 
You didn’t even get 90%. The Secretary gave you 74%. 

And you didn’t get Jess government control, like you 
were promised. Mister, you got controls now like you ain't 
ever seen before. You got controls in this piece of Socialism 
that you won't even believe are there after they've choked 
you down. Not if you keep listening to the propaganda. 

The House balked on President Kennedy one bill too late 
to help American agriculture. Congressmen passed his 
Feed Grains bill, then turned down his Minimum Wage pro- 
posal—which he will probably salvage in the Senate, 

(Someone said the President's honeymoon with Congress 
is over—but it’s a little late to change her mind when the 
bride is already “a little bit” pregnant.) 

There was no doubt in the Administration about how 
the feed grain vote would go. Two weeks before, Secretary 
Freeman had his county offices (ASC) writing letters to 
farmers and sending out field men in 1,800 chief grain 
counties to get grain acreages with which to establish al- 
lotments. (Field men got $1.50 per farm call if they brought 
back the information; 50 cents if they failed.) And area 
meetings to put the plan to work were pre-scheduled for 
the day after the vote. 

The House passed the bill one day, the Senate the next 
—and it was signed by Kennedy within two hours. (Almost 
a record.) So the Kennedy-Farmers Union combine won a 
skirmish. Fortunately, not yet the war. 

Here is what your Congressmen have done to you so far: 
You sign up to put at least 20% (another 20% if you 
choose) of your feed grain acreage in retirement—or you 
take your chances on competing with Freeman’s CCC dump- 
ing—in competition with the 1961 crop—for prices. 

Once you sign up, your only market is the United States 
government. One thing now told farmers in USDA litera- 
ture is, “Cooperators may ask CCC to act as their agent in 
marketing their grain.” Prices (both “market” and sup- 
port) are in the hands of one man, Orville Freeman—a 
city politician who is obviously listening to Socialist maniacs. 

Freeman can now go to the second phase of his plan: 

That do-it-yourself talk by the President (farm message) 
is seen by some as a smoke screen or a trial balloon sent 
up ahead of a move to pass a permanent-type Poage Bill, or 
Brannan Plan for all commodities. Not true. 

It was looked upon as a joke in Washington by at least 
two groups: Those who think Congress will not release their 
right to write the laws; and those who look close enough to 
see that this program is not a plan whereby farmers write 
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their own laws. Actually it is one where the Secretary's 
appointed committees make recommendations—which he 
may follow or not follow as he chooses—as he writes the 
law for you (like with feed grains). 

With control of feed grains the Secretary can and will 
drive the market price down. Livestockmen and poultrymen 
will recognize the favorable feed-product price ratio. This 
will urge stepped-up production—and price troubles with 
these products will follow. Then these groups will yell for 
help. (You will hear it from the egg producers by Christ- 
mas.) That's when the Secretary will apply the do-it-your- 
self formula. Egg men will write their own ticket—like the 
feed grain growers did. (A “Task Force” appointed by the 
Secretary doing the writing.) Broiler growers will get in 
trouble, with the same result. And cattlemen, hogmen, etc. 


That, my friend is the way it is planned. And that is the 
way it will work—unless farmers see through the wilderness 
of the “frontier” and do something about it through Congress. 

Speaking of Congress! The following is an analysis of the 
feed grains vote by one of the sharpest observers on the 
Washington scene. A Yankee yet! Here’s what he saw: 

“Rural Southern members of the national House of Rep- 
resentatives found themselves in strange company. . . 

“Rural representatives from the states north of the Po- 
tomac and Ohio were almost unanimous in opposing Ken- 
nedy’s feed grains bill. City representatives and “states’ 
rights” Southern ruralists voted for it. 

“Not a single Democratic voice in Alabama, Georgia, Ken- 
tucky, North Carolina, or Oklahoma was raised against the 
bill; only Texas, a feed grain state, and conservative Vir- 
ginia fought it. When the votes were counted, 81 Southern 
Democrats had voted for the Kennedy-Freeman proposal; 23 
Democrats and 6 Republicans constituted Dixie’s feeble op- 
position to the bill, which won passage by the narrow margin 
of only 7 votes. 

“Midwest corn producers can hardly be blamed if they 
think that Dixie’s rural lawmakers have teamed up with the 
Congressional stooges of the city labor unions in supporting 
Freeman’s folly. If the Midwesterners stand idly by when 
the New Frontier decides to wreck the cotton farmers’ 
business, who can blame them?” 


QUESTION: Who got to Senator Allen Ellender (D.-La.)? 
On and off the floor of the Senate—at the time he asked pas- 
sage of the Feed Grains bill—the Senator assured all that he 
would not support this bill if it contained Section 3 (the 
control clause). When the Senate passed the bill after de- 
leting that section, he promised he would not compromise 
with the House on that point when he went to conference. 

To make a long story short, Ellender must have had his 
fingers crossed, because he went to the conference and sold 
out. If anything, the bill ended up with stronger control 
tools than before. Yet, he continued to push for passage.
